_ He spoke French, Italian and Spanish. ‘Of 
his proficiency in Latid, a specimen has been pre- 
served among the letters of Erasmas. All sus- 
picion of its genuinenegs is removed by the posi- 
tive assertion of Erasnius that he had seen the 
original and correctidns in: the Prince’s ewn 
haiid. Tu the basiness of the State he was, with 
the exception of Wolsey, the most assiduous man 
in bis dominions. He read and noted the des- 
; patches of bis ministers and ambassadors with- 
, out the vid of secretary or interpreter. 
| Among his lighter accomplishments, _ still 
Mindre rare among fhe . sivereigns and no- 
bility of that age) was his skill in the practise 
and theory of miisic.
